BHRLIN, March 7,—Official an- 
no‘tncement was made here yesterday 
that the German cruiser Moewe ar- 
rived yesterday in “some” Jerman 
po.t (Wilhelmshaven), She had on 
board a large number of British pris- 
oners and $200,000 in gold bars. The 
announcement says fifteen vessels 
were sunk by the Moewe, which also 
laid mines at several points. One of 
these mines, it is said, sank the Brit- 
ish battleship King Edward VII. The 
statement says: 

“The naval general staff states 
that. the Moewe, Commander Bur- 
grave, Count Dohna-Schlodien, after 
a successful cruise lasting several 
months, arrived to-day at ‘some’ 
home port w‘th four British officers, 
29 British marines and sailors, 266 
men of crews of enemy steamers, 
among them 103 Indians, as prison- 
ers, and one, millfon marks in gold 
bars. e 

“The vessel brought up the follow- 
ing enemy steamers, the greater part 
of which were sunk and a small part 
of which were sent as prizes to neu- 
tral ports : The British steamships 
Corbridge, 3,687 tons; Author, 3,496 
tons; Trader, 3,608 tons; Ariadne, 
8,085 tons; Dromonby, 3,627 tons; 
Farringford, 3,146 tons; Clan Mac- 
Tavish, 5,816 tons; Appam, 7,781 
tons; Western, 3,300 tons; Herare, 
8,335 tons; Flamenco, 4,629 tons; 
Saxon Prince, 3,471 tons; the sailing 
vessel Edinburgh, 1,473 tons; the 
French steamer Maroni, 3,109 tons, 
and the Belgian steasnship Luxem- 
burg, 4,322 tons.

RIOTS IN CONSTANTINOPLE, 


German Troops Suppress Rising of 
Women in Turk Capital. 

ODESSA, Russia, March 7.—It is 
reported from Constantinople that 
“‘urkish women broke into the rail- 
way yards, whence troop trains were 
about to leave, shouting ‘protests 
against sending the men ‘‘to go to 
their death.’’ They threw themselves 
on the rails in front of the trains, 
The authorities refrained from using 
force to remove them, these advices 
say, fearing a mutiny among the sol- 
diers. The men were taken from the 
cars, but later were sent off secretly 
by night. 

It is'also reported that the Turk- 
ish general staff declined to sum- 
mon before a court-martial Kiamil 
Pasha, commander of the Turkish 
army in the Caucasus, on account of 
certain disclosures which might be 
made.

Atina is Entered by Troops Landed

PETROGRAD, March 
Russians have won yet another im- 
portant victory over the Turks. On 
March 4 troops landed from trans- 
ports under the cover of fire from 
the fleet and occupied the town of 
Atina, on the Black Sea coast to the 
east of Trebizond. Deploying rapid- 
ly southward, they forced the Turks 
to evacuate their positions. 

Detachments of the Czar’s troops, 
continuing the pursuit, occupied the 
village of Maprava, midway between 
ca and Riza, the morning of the 
5th, 

The following offcial communica- 
tion regarding the capture of Bitlis 
was issued by the War Office: 

“Details of the capture of Bitlis 
show that our troops attacked the po- 
sition without firing a shot. The at- 
tack was made at night during 4 
snowstorm. About 3 o’clock in the 
morning a bayonet charge was order- 
ed, and the Turks after a desperate 
resistance were dislodged. The Turk- 
ish artillery position was stormed 
after hand-to-hand fighting, as the 
resuit of which the defenders, who 
fought with the greatest desperation, 
were all killed. 

“On the position and in pursuit of 
the enemy we captured 20 guns of 
the latest Krupp type, all of which 
were in good condition. We also 
captured on the positions a huge 
quantity of gun and rifle cartridges, 
and in Bitlis itself a large depot of 
artillery munitions. During the pur- 
suit numerous Turks were sabred. 
The number of prisoners has in- 
creased, and includes 40 officers.”

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THE IRON MAIDEN. 
Her Dread Embrace Meant Cruel and 
Gertain Death. 

In an ancient tower at Nuremberg a 
strange figure is shown to visitors. It 
js called the Eiserne Jungfrau (Iron 
Maiden) begause it looks like a woman 
dressed in rusty iron. At about the 
waist are two handles by meuns of 
which tbe front of the figure is opened 


on hinges, like two doors, trom the 
chin down, Jeaving the face unsep- 
arated. 

The heavy and massive doors bristle 
inside with spikes as sbarp us dag- 


gers, about twenty of which point in- 
ward toward the chest and two of 
which, longer than the others, are fixed 
inside the face bebind the eyes. 

The Eiserne Jungfrau was an instru- 
ment of execution reserved for shame- 
less women. When one of these was 
condemned to death she was placed in- 
side the figure, and the doors were 
closed. his forced the spikes into ber 
vital organs and through ber eyes into 
ber brain. Death was quick or slow, 
according to the speed with which the 
doors were closed. 

Tbe base of the figure is a trapdoor, 
When the doors were opened and the 
victim freed from the spikes the trap- 
door was sprung and ber body dropped 
through a deep hole into a torrent that 
still flows under the castle. A tip of a 
few pfennigs will bave the hole lighted 
with electric Jamps, and the visitor can 
look down and see tbe dark water, 
thus completing the tragedy in his im- 
agination.—New York World.

VICTIMS OF NIAGARA. 


Water Birds Go to Sleep and Are 
Swept Over the Falls. 

Swimming tvo near the brink of the 
falls, bundreds ot water birds,<even 
swans, ducks and geese, go over Niag- 
ara falls to their deuth each year in 
the migratory season. So many birds 
pay the penalty for their daring each 
year that bird lovers on both the 
American and Canadian sides of the 
falls are considering steps to lessen 
the annual toll of the feathered life. 

Since a majority of tbe victims are 
claimed in the night, the theory is ad- 
vanced that the birds go to sleep while 
swimming and don't wake up until the 
rapids have carried them over the dan- 
ger line. Usually they are killed out- 
right in the fall. Sometimes they are 
only stunned and are picked out of the 
river below the falls and sold for food. 

In 1912, so Ernest Harold Baynes, 
the naturalist, relates. 140 whistling 
swans went over Horseshoe falls. 
Boys and men fished the birds out, 
knocked them on the heud and sold 
them. 

“James Savage of Buffalo.” Mr. 
Baynes says, “with some friends once 
suved a flock of swans by chasing 
them in power boat and making 
them tly away just before nightfall. 
It was a daring thing for these men to 
do, for if by any chance the engine 
bad become disabled nothing could 
bave prevented their going over the 
falls.”

For 1,100 yeurs, since its foundation | 
as a republic in 805 (and no one kuows 
for how many centuries before tha‘), 
curious little Andorra has gune its own 
strange way utterly oblivious to tha 
progress of the other nations of Ku- 
rope. It has its own idea of the meau- 
ing of life, and it lives according tw 
that. A traveler entering the repubiie 
today will Gnd it exactly as it was 
1,000 years ago. 

It is a republic which kas never 
achieved anything in its long and 
vague history; a republic which has 
never produced u page of literature aor 
a bar of music nor a painting; a re 
public which has never bad « place 
in the councils of Europe and bas nev- 
er usked for one; a nation which hus 
never produced an ambitious man. 

Andorra consists of six counties aud 
boasts ubout a dozen towns. Its en- 
tire population is 5,000 souls. 

The chief occupation of the people of 
Andorra is cattle raising, and thou- 
sinds upon thousands of cows may be 
seen browsing in the rich pastures, 
yet it has never occurred to Andorrans 
to milk these cows, und butter and 
milk are unknown in the republic. 
Dairy products are nonexistent. The 
only cheese made is that from the 
milk of sheep. Visitors find it impos- 
sible to procure milk or cream for 
their coffee. Andorrans themselves 
use brandy instead and think it is bet- 
ter than anything else in coffee. 

In 805 Louis the Debonair laid slege 
to the city of Urgel, which is to the 
south of Andorra. Tbe Andorrans, led 
by Mure Almugaver, took up arms to 
aid the French, and for their assist- 
ance Louis gave them a churter and 
permitted them to be self governing. 

As it now exists it is the smallest re- 
public in the world. It is situated in 
the Pyrenees between France and 
Spain. It is about eighteen miles wide 
nnd sixteen miles long from north to 
south. It is difficult of access, as there 
is not a single railroad running through 
or near it. 

Its cupital is Andorra la Viella, with 
@ population of 500 and containing the 
Casu de la Vall, or house of repre- 
sentatives. This is a large sixteenth 
century building at the extremity of 
the town, overlooking the valley to- 
ward Spain. It is parliament house, 
town hall, school, palace of justice and 
hotel for the councilors all in one, It 
is ulso used as a temporary prison in 
the rare cases when a prison is neces- 
sary. Crime in Andorra is practically 
unknown. The only Andorrans suffer- 
ing imprisonment are the smugglers 
of tobacco caught by the French or 
Spanish custom officers, and these are

Solubility of Gold. 

Gold is one of the group of metals 
soluble only in that mixture of nitri¢ 
and bydrochloric acids kbown as uqua 
regia, It has been found, bowever, 
that the presence of certain organic 
compounds renders gold soluble in hy- 
drochlorie acid. ‘Thus a mixture of this 
acid and chloroform is found to be a 
solvent. Ethyl, or ordinary alcohol, 
methyl alcohol and amyl alcohol are 
among the other substances which give 
to hydrochloric acid the power of dis- 
solving gold. The solution takes place 
slowly in the cold acid and more quick- 
ly on heating.

Urmue lu ANUUITY IS Pracucauy 
unknown, The only Andorrans suffer- 
ing imprisonment are the smugglers 
of tobacco caught by the French or 
Spanish custom officers, and these are 
not looked upon as malefactors by 
their fellow citizens. Smuggling is re- 
garded as a legitimate trade. 

There is no police department and 
no police. Every citizen has the pow- 
er to arrest, but this privilege is rarely 
used. 

The territory wus once densely 
wooded und is said to derive its nume 
frfHn) the Moorish Aldurra, “the place 
thick with trees,” but almost all the 
forests huve been destroyed for fuel. 
‘The climate is generally cold, 
very severe wiuters. ‘The Jand is 
chiefly devoted to grazing for the nu- 
merous flocks and herds. But on the 
sheltered soutbern slopes it is cureful- 
ly cultivated aud produces grain, po- 
tatoes, fruit and tobacco. ‘The local 
industries ure of the most primitive 
kind and show little or no advance 
since the middle ages. 

The only roads are bridle paths, 
with the exception of one municipal 
road connecting Andorra with the high 
roud to Seo de Urgel and Munreso by 
way of the Balira valley. 

Andorra is perbups the truest democ- 
racy in the world. ‘bere is no nobili- 
ty, and there {is no class distinctions. 
Al] men ure equal, not only in the eyes 
of the law but in the fullest sense of 
the word. The first citizen of the land, 
the president, is a farmer. 

The republic {s governed by twenty- 
four representatives, elected every four 
years. These representatives choose 
oue of their number as president of 
the republic. His salary is 80 pesetas 
a year, or $20. Representatives get 
10 pesetas, or $2.50 a year. 

There is no such thing as poverty in 
Andorra. Every one bas enough and 
has no desire for any more. Though 
they are hard drinkers, cases of intox- 
ication are very rare. They speak 
their own language, Andorran, but 
Irench is taught at the schools. The 
school system is regulated by the 
French, and for this service Andorra 
piys annually to the French govern. 
ment 900 franes, or $180. From this 
it may be seen that taxation fs very 
low. Doctors’ services are absolutely 
free, and drug stores supply ‘their pa- 
trons without charge. 

Andorrans drink a great deal, and 
they are untidy Jn their personal ap- 
pearance. Tut they ure extremely 
honest, and theft Is unknown in the 
country. Though descended from an 
tincient race, they are not good look- 
ine. -'Tbefr faces are bard and un- 
comely. nut that is because thelr Hves 
vre bart Lie women work beside 
(he men in the eld, and feminine 
leisnire and paine aed powder are un- 
known.

Bouth Sea Islanders Reaching Out For 
Up to Date Things. 

The natives of Samoa are exhibiting 
4 marked inclination to imitute Euro- 
pean manners, The beautiful siapos, 
bullowed by age long usage, ure disap- 
pearing more and more, their place be- 
ing taken by imported’ cotton cloth. 
Women and girls like to put on greater 
quantities of European weuring ap- 
parel, 

In the vleinity of Apia native Samoan 
House and kitchen utensils ‘ave Leen 
ceplaved by European articles of Jess 
Work, New foods are being intro- 
duced. Instead of taro, banavas and 
yams, the unatives now eat rice, bis- 
cuits and biead and even drink coffee 
in the morning. The new fouds, buw- 
ever, huve but a limited pumber ‘of 
COnsUINETS ut present. 

The native huts were formerly, cov- 
ered with thatcbes of sugar cane. Ip- 
sects huve destroyed the sugar cane 
pluntations, and the natives now cover 
their dwellings with corrugated iron, 
which gives (hem much less protection 
hoth aguinst the sun during the day 
and against the cold at night. The 
Samoan house is disappearing, too, and 
its place is being taken by square 
buildings of American pine. 

The total native population of the 
Sumoun group is about 42,000. There 
are 1,500 whites and half castes.-

_ ANIMAL SWIMMERS. 


The Best of All, Though Not the Swift- 
est, Is the Polar Bear. 

Nearly all upimals are better swim- 
mers than wan and take to the water 
naturally, while he bus to jearn-to pro- 
pel himself. The rhinoceros und bip- 
popotamus are wouderful swimmers 
and divers, while the ludian elephant 
crosses great rivers with heavy loads. 
The elk and the reindeer are first cliss 
swimmers, The e:k keeps his bead 
above water and crosses directly from 
bank to bank to uyoid turning. The 
reindeer, on the otli@r hand, turns as 
often as he likes, keeping his head 
only a little above the surface. 

But of all swimmers of all climes the 
best, though not the swiftest, is the 
polar bear, who pusses half his time 
in the water swimming and diving. 
His swimming power is nothing short 
of miraculous if it be remembered that 
the water in the regions he frequents 
is Invariably cold and that cold is nor- 
mally prohibitive to good swimming. 
There are bears that ¢cun swim from 
forty to fifty kilometers without great 
effort. ; 

One of the swiftest swimming anl- 
mals is the squirrel. A sportsman on 
one occasion, having at hand a squirrel 
born in captivity, which fiad never 
seen water. wanted to see if it could 
swim and took it with him in a row- 
boat to the center of a lake. The 
squirrel turned toward the bank, head 
fQpd paws above the water, back and 
tall underneath it, and began to swim 
so rapidly that it was with the great- 
est difficulty that the man recovered 
it when it reached the shallow water 
near tbe land. It is said that even 
many nonaquatic birds will swim like 
ducks if an attempt be made to drown 
them.—Pearson's Weekly,

‘Letter From The Front 


Received by Chief Barrett 


Feb. 4th, 1916. 


Dear Fred :—I have been some time 
answering your letter, in fact, I did 
not get yours before I came back from 
the trenches on the 24th Jan. We 
went up on New Year’ eve. We were 
expecting to be inthe trenches tor 
Xuiaxs, but furtunately we were al- 
lowed, extra grace.

Hitch For Wire Fence. 

There are numerous wethods of at- 
taching”wire fencing to concrete posts. 
Some makers place staples or wire 
loops in the green concrete; otbers 
make holes in the posts. The former 
method is not desirable because the 
fastener cannot be located exactly 
where the wire of the fencing will 
come when the post is set in the 
ground. ‘Then, tov, the fastener will 
eventually rust or break off and will 
thus injure the looks of the post. On 
the other hand, holes through the posts 
weaken them, and therefore this meth- 
od is in general unsatisfactory.

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HOW TO GROW ALFALFA. 
| 


State College of Agriculture. \ 

Alfalfa will grow on almost any 
type of productive soil if it is well 
drained and if it is not acid. | 

In many cases soil must be inocu- 
lated with nitrogen gathering bac- 
teria for alfalfa, and this may be 
done in either of two ways. Soil may 
be procured from an alfalfa field or a 
sweet clover patch and applied at the 
rate of from 200 to 300 pounds an 
acre to the new field just before sow- 
ing. This soil should not be allowed 
to dry before it is applied. The other 
method of inoculation is by means of 
cultures. 


Alfalfa should be cut when the 
new growth from the base of the 
plan‘ is from one to three inches 


high, regardless of whether the plant 
is in bloom or not, so the college 
authorities state. This new growth 
starts as the plants reach maturity. 

Care should be taken not to use al- 
falfa seed infested with dodder. Dod- 
der seeds may be removed, it is said, 
by screening the seed in small quan- 
tities through a 20 by 20 mesh sieve 
made of No. 34 wire. Dodder infest- 
ed spots in an alfalfa field should he 
closely mowed, the stubble sprinkled 
with kerosene, then covered with dry 
bay and burned. 


MATERIALS THAT LAST. 
Tile, Brick and Concrete Work Well In 
Combination. 

Taking tile, brick aud concrete all to- 
gether, we have three excellent build- 
ipg materials, and they work well in 
combination with cach other. Concrete 
is a general favorite for foundations, 
piers, walks, platforms and things 
built near the ground. It sets solid and 
makes an excellent base for most auy- 
thing, says D. S. Bureh in Farm and 

Vireside. 

Tile and brick are used largely for 
walis and work higher up. All three 
inaterials can be re-enforced by rods or 
wires laid in the joints. And, by the 
way, barbed wire and woven wire are 
both good as re-enforcing material. In 
tile special grooves are made to receive 
re-enforcement. Thus, in making a tile 
silo you have your hoops just the same 
as for a wood silo, but they are right | 
in the wall. firmly embedded so thev .

Her 
speed was about eighteen miles an 
hour. The Great Eastern was finally 
broken up for old iron in the year

Brick, for instance. is made 
by heating clay to 8,000 degrees I’, and 
ean't burn any more. Tile and cement 
are also the direct products of furnace 
heat hot enough to melt the ordirary 
metals.
